BIG BATCH OF INDICTMENTS

TWO CASES HAD MISCARRIED. 


Notes on Which the Prosecution Was 
Based Stolen ond the Mantle 
of Insanity Ended the 
Procesdings.

CHARLESTON, IIL, Nov. 11.—The sensa- 
tional case of Attorney A. C. Ficklin was 
brought to a dramatic close this after- 
noon by his being sent to the Insane Asy- 
lum. Ficklin is the son of the late Orlando 
B. Ficklin, who married a sister of Alfred C. 
Colquitt, late Governor of Georgia. Ficklin, 
the elder, was well known all over the 
West. He was an intimate friend of both 
Lincoln and Douglas—was in Congress with 
them, as the Lincoln-Douglas debates will 
show. 

When the old gentleman died he left Al- 
fred C. and other sons surviving and Alfred 
continued the practice of law in his father’s 
office. 

Among other things he acted as broker for 
some rich people, lending their money out 
and paying the interest promptly as it be- 
came due, thus allaying suspicion. After a 
long time it was learned by the merest acci- 
dent that the notes for several thousand 
dollars were forgeries, 

It was known that Ficklin was drinking 
and he had several attacks of delirium tre- 
mens, but the public at the time knew noth- 
ing of his forgeries. Then came the discov- 
ery and it was found that there was sys- 
tem about his rascality. “A note would be 
signed by W. J. Smith aid R. B. Wilkins 
with the postoffice addresg given in a local- 
ity where there would ay, a W. R. Smith 
and R. S. Wilkins of doubted financial 
standing, thus deceiving the lender, who 
knew a William Smith and a Reuben Wil- 
kins ‘by common report without knowing 
the middle name. 

There were so many cases of this sort 
that when the Grand-jury went into the 
investigation last April there were thirteen 
indictments found against Ficklin for for- 
gery, cach indictment having’ several 
counts. The cases were postponed and 
Ficklin,. through rich relatives and friends, 
gave abundant bonds. ‘ 

This term of court this week the trials 
were begun, Ficklin being defended by a 
brilliant array of volunteer attorneys who 
had in times gone by been aided in their 
early struggles by Col. O. B. Ficklin, father 
of the defendant. The first case was proven 
clearly, but by a blunder of the State’s at- 
torney in copying the indictment, in wh'ch 
a note was misdescribed, on motion, Judge 
Henry Van Sellar of Paris ordered the jury 
to render a verdict of acquittal instantly, 
which was done. 

The next case was called, and while it 
was in progress the State’s attorney made 
the astounding statement that he had been 
robbed in open court and all of the forged 
notes stolen. There was a dramatic scene 
enacted, but no one was able to find the 
notes, and*the case on tMal went the way 
of the first. Then with eleven indictments 
left, the State’s attorney obtained a con- 
tinuance till the January term of the Cir- 
cult Court, in order to try to find the notes. 
That was on Tuesday evening and on 
Wednesday evening A. C. Ficki'n wag tried 
for insanity and taken to Kankakee.

NEW YORK, Nov. 11.—For the last two 
days forty internal revenue officers have 
been scouring the city to gather evidence 
against the large tobacco dealers, cigar 
manufacturers and liquor distillers. 

Frauds in the payment of tobacco and 
liquor taxes, and supposed irregularities on 
the part of Government officials, are be- 
hind’ the investigation. 

When the work is completed it is expect- 
ed that men of important standing in com- 
mercial and official life wih be affected. 
It will take a full month to complete the 
work, because of its magnitude. 

The forty officers have been brought here 
from distant sections of the country. Most 
of them have never been in New York City 
before.- Each of them has a record for ef- 
ficient services. Some of them have come 
from Southern States, where they have run 
down moonshiners, and three or four have 
limp right arms—a sure sign, in the reve- 
nue service, of a violent collision with a 
moonshiner.

OF WEYLER' INFAMY 


Scenes of Starvation in Cuba That Brand Him as the 
Most Inhuman Monster of the Age.

HUNDREDS OF THOUSANDS ARE DEAD 


; 


The Post-Dispatch Correspondent Describes Horrors That Must 
Appall Mankind and Force a Protest From 
the Civilized World, 


Special Cable to the Post-Dispatch. 

HAVANA, Cuba, Nov. 11.—Half a million people have lately died from hunger 
in the Western two-thirds of this island. 

The first dispatches to the Post-Dispatch concerning the wiping out of the 
helpless concentrados andthe pictures sent it were woefully inadequate in ex- 
pressing the horrible situation. 

Truth is, Cuba is starving—etarving almost in sight of food, because vegeta- 
tion in Cuba is luxuriant, but the concentrados cannot go out of the city to cul- 
tivate the land. 


Over half of those influenced by Gen. Weyler’s infamous order of concentra- 
tion have met death through long torture as the reward of their Joyalty to Spain. 
The other half will be under ground or be poor food for dogs within three months 
if some immensely strong action is not at once taken. 

Every small "Cuban town is a cesspool of disease, while the horrible sanitary 
conditions of the Cuban seaports threaten the United States with more damage 
than the cost of a war. | 

These things are not wild fancies; they are sad, awful, menacing facts. 

The photographs published in the Post-Dispatch are irrefutable proofs of ihe 
scenes. They are not specimens carefully selected, but were taken by the Post- 
Dispatch correspondent and the Post-Dispatch agents in six localities and at ran- 
dom. They represent the childhood in general of the miserable reconcentrados of 
Havana, Regla and Guanabacoa. 


The men, women and children shown are not the worst cases. They can stand 
upright, most of them. The really emaciated, those evén twice as pitiable as the 
ones shown, were lying upon filthy rags in dark corners and were too weak to be 
moved. In some cases of skeletons, almost at their whistling gasps, it was really 
a question as to whether the shortening of their lives by being moved into the 
light would not be warranted by the importance of the awful proofs that their 
photographs would furnish. I have seen a hundred cases, in this very Havana, 30 
bad as to make those presented appear healthy and well-fed in comparison. 

Three hundred and fifty thotsand men, women and children is the awful num- 
ber that can be proven to have already perished in obedience to Weyler’s savage 
fiat. In the arena principally affected by this order, all Cuba west of the Jucaro 
Moron trocha, there were at least 900,000 persons really dependent upon agricul- 
ture. About 400,000 persons, principally women and children, entered the towns. 
Fifty per cent, or 200,000 of these are dead and the rest are rapidly dying. The 
death rate per thousand per day, shown by the moderate examples quoted, Is 
four. This means that if something is not done at once the remainder of the real 
reconcentrados will continue to perish at the rate of 800 per day, even if the con- 
ditions do not keep growing worse. 


There were about 200,000 persons, of'which about half were men, that pre- 
ferred Spanish bullets in the woods to starvation in the towns. Prom reports from 
the field and from recent personal observations, I estimate that of these fully 
100,000 have died, including almost all the women and children. 

The remaining 200,000 of the half million dead were among the laboring class- 
es and very small merchants in the towns and cities who could neither earn 
money for food nor go out into the fields and orchards to get it. 

The following data, collected by the Post-Dispatch from towns in all parts of 
Cuba, show the extent of this unpardonable state of public starvation: 

Havana—Deaths last week were 520: a large ratio for a city of even 2,000,000 in- 
habitants. 

Melena Del Sur, Havana Province—Out of 250 concentrados the entire popula- 
tion of one of Melena’s outlying districts, there have died during the past six 
months every one but five. 

Santa Clara, Capital Santa Clara Province—Since Weyler’s order 3,000 out of 
about 5,000 have died. 

Camaguani, Santa Clara Province—Of 3,000 concentrados, 800 died in ninety 
days. 

Las Vueltas, Santa Clara Province—Out of 3,100, 1,500 have died in six months. 

Los Possos, City of Havana—With the best care in the island out of 1,000 
have died in two months, all but 246. 

Madruga, Havana Province—Concentrados dying at the rate of 112 in fifteen 
days, or a daily death rate of four lives per thousand. 

Santo Domingo—Out of 5,000 inhabitants of all classes thirty-eight died daily. 

Neuva Paza—Out of about 2,850 concentrados, 260 died in the month of October. 

Havana, Pinar Del Rio, Matanzas, Santa Clara, Manzanillo and Santiago cities 
show, by Spanish official figures, 67,000 deaths. Of these three-fourths were con- 
centrados. As nearly as can be estimated the total number of such was 15,000, the 
mass of the concentration of the pacificos having been in the small towns, the In- 
habitants of each county going to its county seat. 

Reliable statistics are very hard to obtain, as much on account of the very 
incomplete manner in which the Spanish officials conduct them as by the hin- 
drances which are naturally and officially thrown about this species of investi. 
gation.

GRAVEYARD MEMENTOES OF WEYLER’S INFAMY.

I saw some spectacles fit tosear the eyes. In one corner was a dead body, a mere 
skeleton of a woman, whose rigid bones of arms clasped tightly a little baby, 
still alive. A few feet away was the awful contrast of a still breathing female 
system of bones, with a dead baby on her bosom. There were corpses lying un- 
coffined but happy in release from months of the awful torture of biting hunger. 
Women and children packed the upper story. There were elghty-two breaths 
polluting a room 80x40x12 feet. Most of the inmates had had no shelter at all 
before and some were trying to cleanse themselves. There were two tin basins 
for baths, and their use, unscreened by anything, attracted no notice whatever. 

Guanabacoa presents a daily scene of death. The dead are picked up every 
day at early morning. ‘There is plenty of room in the town hospital, but no con- 
centrados are admitted. Under Spanish auspices an amateur performance. re- 
alized $1,000 for charity. About $100 of it reached the poor. Two meals of the 
cheapest food were served, a tin cupful to each applicant. 

In common with all the towns the death returns are here greatly falsified. 
Starvation is forbidden as a cause of death and the numbers are much under- 
stated, I am able to prove, of Guanabacoa. The civil register shows seventy- 
three deaths in fifteen days. During that period the unsuspicious eemetery 
keeper admitted that he buried daily at least fifteen. This would be 225 instead 
of seventy-three for the time mentioned, The man told the truth, for I-saw the 
trench for that day’s dead, and the old bones which had been thrown out of it 
to make room for the new skeletons just perished near the town, 

In the Zona de Cultivo, where there was very: little visible cultivation of 
food, I saw a family of eight persons, only half of whom could stand upright. 
A girl, perhaps 18 years of age, lay on a sack upon the filthy earthen floor, with 
a 6-months-old baby. Within the palm-bark partition lay the mother and an- 
other little framework of tiny bones, with yellow skin stretched over it, in the 
shape of a small] child. Near by in the small, foul and dark room, lay two 
boys, almost dead. The father was a road-mender. With one child, he begs 
about enough to make one quart of soup a day, and this has fed eight per- 
sons for months. No decent dog would have eaten the mess, which bubbled 
over a tiny fire. Another man came dragging along the white-hot road with 
two squashes. He was happy and said his wife, himselfand twochildren would 
dine well that day. 


conditions are much better than anywhere else. Cattle have 
been arriving from Florida and there is still money for some relief for the hun- 
gry. As a result the starving ones of the near-by towns flocked here in such 
numbers that the Mayor of the city demanded of the Governor of the Province 
that they be returned to their miserable, starving places. In the city are sev- 
eral public buildings and hospitals giving some care to the weaker of the con- 
centrados, These cannot go about tobeg and die like rats upon the coarse 
rations served them by the city authorities. 

Havana's condition is a great menace to the health in the United Statch 
by yellow fever alone; directly traced to Havana. 


To-day the conditions here are actual nurseries of all kinds of epidemics. 

Gen. Pando has assured the Post-Dispatch that the starving pacificos will 
be at once fed upon dry meat, corn-meal, rice, coffee and the regular soldier’s 
rations. This may save, perhaps, a half of the remaining concentrados of 
Weyler’s awful and foolish proclamation: But the others are too weakened to 
eat solid food and live. 

There are at least 100,000 dying, eyes turned hungrily toward the 
States.

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THORNS STOR 
MUST WAIT 


Trial of Guidensuppe’s Mur- 
derers Interrupted. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 11.—The trial of Mar- 
tin Thorn, which has been in progress the 
last three days in Queens County Court of 
Oyer and Terminer at Long Island City, may 
be discontinued for an indefinite period, ow- 
ing to the illness of Juror Magnus Larsen. 
When court adjourned yesterday until 9:30 
this morning the doctors who examined the 
juror thought he was only suffering from a 
slight stomach trouble and would be able to 
attend court to-day. 

After Larsen, with the other jurors, ar- 
rived at the Garden City Hotel last night, 
it was discovered that Mr. Larsen was alf- 
flicted with appendicitis, and his condition 
is so serious that physicians who are at- 
tending him will not allow him to leave his 
bed. This being the case the Sheriff did not 
bring up the other eleven jurors te-day and 
reported the facts to the district attorney. 

Several hundred men and women assem- 
bled in the court-room to-day, expecting 
to hear Martin Thorn refute the testimony 
which Mrs. Nack gave so dramatically yes- 
terday, were therefore doomed to disap- 
pointment., 

Capt. Methven brought Thorn into the 
court-room, the prisoner looking none the 
worse for his ordeal of yesterday. Judge 
Smith opened court a few. minutes later 
and District Attorney Youngs informed 
him of the serous condition of Juror Lar- 
sen, and, with the consent of the lawyers 
on both sides, Judge Smith adjourned court 
until 9:30 to-morrow. 

The sickness of Larsen brought up 4 
discussion among those interested 4s to 
what would be done in case the juror’s ill- 
ness would be protracted. 

“Would the people go on with the case 
with eleven jurors?” was asked. 

Lawyer William F. Howe, counsel for 
Thorn, said an Italian nasned Cancemi had 
killed a policeman in Broome street, New 
York, ‘n 1857, and one of the jurors falling 
sick the lawyers agreed to proceed with 
eleven jurors. Cancemi was convicted and 
on appeal the Court of Appeals ruled that 
neither counsel for the people nor prisoner 
could waive the constitutional rights of the 
accused man, which called for a trial by a 
jury of twelve men instead of eleven. — 

District Attorney Youngs was asked 
whether a new trial woulda be asked, and 
whether, in the event of the death of a 
juror, he would press for a new jury and 
proceed with the case during the present 
term, 

He replied that he would have to con- 
sult with his associates before answering 
the question. 

“How long would the term last and how 
jong would it be necessary to wait for the 
recovery of Larsen?’ 

To these questions Mr, Youngs replied: 

“Both of ‘hese matters are in the discre- 

ion of the Court.” 

After court adjourned Mr. Howe and Mr. 
Moss had a brief taik with their client, 
Thorn. before he was taken back to his cell. 
Later Mr. Howe outlined his proposed plan 
of defense which he has been c 
adopt owing to the confession f 
Nack: : 

“Thorn Will take the stand to-morrow,”’ 
he said.

THE CIVIC FEDERATION IDEA. 


Waiting to Make a Fight Under the 
Julian Law Is Merely Lend- 
ing Aid and Comfort 
to the Grabbers. 


The movement for a public indignation 
meeting to protest against the wholesale 
street railway grabs is daily gathering mo- 
mentum. The purpose ie to strangle them 
in their incipiency if the city legislators 
can be prevailed upon to heed the demands 
of their constituents, 

The suggestions of a number of repre- 
sentative men in Wednesday’s Post-Dis- 
patch that the city organize just as the 
Cabanne district residents are organiz.ng 
and make common issue against not only 
the Cabanne Place road, but the Hamilton 
and Baden, the North and South octopus 
and other kindred: measures, meets with 
genuine approval of property owners 
throughout the city. 

Al Shapleigh, who, as Chairman of the 
Delmar Avenue Improvement Association, 
has been active in consolidat.ng the oppo- 


sition to the Cabanne place measure, sa.d 
Thursday: ‘‘A public méeting is the thing, 


representing the city from Baden to Ca- 
rondelet, se much the better. The issue 
that oonfronts property owners is not con- 
fined to the Cabanne district by any means, 
and it should not be put on the narrow 
ground that Delmar, Maple, Fountain ave- 
nues and Raymond place are appealing to 
the rest of the city to come to their re- 
lief. I believe those determined people out 
there will be able to take care of them- 
slves, but if the franchise grabbers are 
defeated in Cabanne they will seek other 
fields. If the whole city rises up it will 
settle this proposition. The fact is, public 
resistance to franchise grabs has been de- 
layed too long. It is far easier, less ex- 
pensive and more regular to fight such 
schemes at their inception than it ig to 
carry them into the courts: 

“IT see the Civic Federation proposes to 
wait unt] the franchises are granted and 
then make a test of the Julian law. I 
presume the railway companies wil] hear- 
tily second such @ programme. A fight in 
the courts ig to their liking, for while the 
lawyers are bringing their finesse into play, 
the road is being bu_It and dividend earn- 
ing has begun, so as to keep up the ex- 
penses of the suit. We must not permit 
such an advantage, but rise up in maeés 
meetings and fight them inch by inch,”’ 


Paul F, Coste, President of the School 
Board, said: ‘I have not had the time to 
give this matter as much attention gener- 
ally as I would like, but I have taken up 
the proposed Cabanne route place, discussed 
with the Board, and will to-day appoint a 
committee to co-operate with the citizens 
who are engaged in the laudable under- 
taking of defeating that measure. If that 
line runs on Maple avenue it will have a 
double track right in front of Dozier 
School. That would work irreparable in- 
jury to that property, but aside from pro- 
tecting the city’s schoo) property we have 
a& much more sacred duty, and that is to 
protect the lives and limbs of children who 
attend the schools. We have too many 
street car lines already alongside our 
school buildings. No street car tracks 
should be permitted nearer than a block of 
a school. Whatever means citizens decide 
on to fight this special railway bill or any 
other that menaces schoo! property will re- 
ceive the heartiest co-operation of myself 
and colleagues.”’ 


Attorney G. A. Finkelnburg said: “As a 
general proposition, I think we have enough 
street railway facilities, I have been away 
from home for several weeks, and am not 
well enough “oss dna to talk on this latest 
controversy etween the taxpayers and 
franchise seekers.”’ 


Attorney James C. Jones said: “We, out 
in the Cabanne Place district, have in- 
sisted from the first that the fight we are 
making extends beyond a local question, 
and the proper way to deal with it is ina 
representative public meeting, that would 
command and compel attention from the 
Municipal Assembly. While defeat before 
that body will by no means exhaust our 
resistance, that ‘s the proper place in which 
the people should commence the fight. 

“T have no patience with the attitude of 
the Civic Federation in this matter. If 
that select coterie of reformers mean busi- 
ness they would be taking the initiative in 
this contest on behalf of the people. Yet, 
in the face of a popular uprising against 
these iniquitous schemes, such ae the Civic 
Federation would make people believe it is 
going to stamp out, it announces that it 
will come to the people’s rescue when the 
franchise grabbers have all they want, and 
fight them in court on an unadjudicated 
statute which they know the City Counselor 
has solemnly pronounced unconstitutional. 
They could not have offered more aid and 
comfort to the ajgost railways than to have 
announced that they were preparing to fight 
them with the Julian law.”

Escaping Gas Had Nearly Ended Wm.

William G. Flannigan of New Orleane, a 
yellow fever refugee, blew out the gas in 
his room at R-_lling’s Hotel, Seventh and 
Walnut streets, at noon Wednesday, and 
went to bed. 

At 5 o’clock in the afternoon one of the 
attendants at the hotel discovered the odor 
of escaping gas. It was traced to Flan- 
nigan’s room, and with a pass key the door 
was opened by Julius Rilling, son of the 
proprietor. 

Stretched on the bed, with his clothes on, 
Was the young man, apparently dead. The 
gas in the room caused young Rilling to 
reel and stagger. He had left the door 
open and had presence of mind enough to 
reach the closed window. He threw it up 
and the fresh a'r poured in from the out- 
Side and the room was soon cleared of gas. 

A psysician was summoned in haste, and 
until his arrival artificial means of respi- 
ration were resorted to. The unconscious 
Man was dragged about the room and his 
arms pumped up and down over his head. 

When the doctor arrived ammonia was 
held under the young man’s nose and 
Sprayed up his nostrils. 

In half an hour Flannigan was conscious; 
the doctor said he was all right, and he was 
put to bed. 

The young man had been drinking on 
Wednesday morning, and claims that he had 
no intention of kiliing himself. He says he 
had no recollection of what he d.d, and 
knew nothing about it until the doctor told 
him what was the matter. 

Fiannigan has been in St. Louis about two 
weeks. He says if he had wanted to end his 
life he would have stayed in New Orleans 
and taken his chances of being carried off 
by yellow fever. 

He was very grateful to young Rilling, 
who had saved him, and gave him al] the 
money he had in his purse. Thursday Flan- 
nigan was little worse for his adventure.

ROENTGEN RAYS IN COURT. 


Before a Jury. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 11.—X-rays were used 
in court for the first time in this country 
in a damage suit before a jury in the 


son, 9 years old, was subjected to X-ray 
examination for several minutes. He was 
injured on Christmas night, 18%, by being 
thrown from a street car. The plaintiff 
contends that the head of the left humerus 
bone was fractured by the boy’s fall from 
the car when the conductor threw him off. 
A dynamo was placed in front of the jury 


box and near the lawyers’ tables and a 
large Crooks tube was used. Soon after 
the case was commenced young Hutohin- 
son’s jacket and outside shirt were re- 
moved. The arms and shoulders were ex- 
posed. 

Before the examination the question as to 
whether any possible injury would result 
from the examination was discussed. J. 
Stewart Ross, who represents the plaintiff, 
insisted that a limit as to the time of the 
examination should be set. It was decided 
that it should be three minutes. When the 
boy took his seat with his left shoulder 
about six inches from the Crooks tube he 
smiled at the jury and the physicians and 
lawyers. 

Dr. William J. Morton looked at the boy’s 
left shoujder through a fluoroscope, and 
Judge Johnson, who presided at the trial, 
stood up and timed the proceeding. 

Dr. George I. Fowler then took the fluoro- 
scope and looked at the boy’s left arm and 
shoulder until time was called. Dr. Mor- 
ton and Dr. Fowler will tell on the stand 
the result of the examination. They are 
witnesses for the defense. 

Previous to that in court there had been 
X-ray examinations of Mutchinson’s left 
shoulder and arm in a Brooklyn laboratory. 
Photographs of the bones of the shoulder 
and arm had been taken. These photo- 
graphs were in the possession of the plain- 
tiff. The examinations were made to show 
the result of the fractures.

John Thomaschuets, slayer of Anna 
Rausch, trembled from head to foot Thurs- 
day morning when he was led into Judge 
Zachritz'’s court. 

He was even more nervous than on the 
first day of his trial. 

As soon as Thomaschuetz took his seat 
in front of the bar his body swayed vio- 
tentiy from one side of the chair to the 
other. 

A Deputy Sheriff remains beside Thom- 
aschuetg constantly, as an outbreak is mo- 
mentarily fearéd. -Frequently the prisoner 
starts as if to rise from his chair. 

One of the most interested parties to 
the trial is A. H. Rausch, father of the 
murdered girl. The old man gave his tes- 
timony Wednesday, and Thursday he sat 
in the court-room, craning his neck to hear 
every wurd of the evidence. Rausch is 
relentless in the prosecution, The dead 
girl was his favorite child. 

Attorneys Robertson and Staubus. for the 
defense, eypect to acquit their client on 
the plea of emotional insanity. 

“The report that we allege that Anna 
Rausch died from X-ray eperiments made 
by the doctors, is false,” gaid Attorney 
Roberteon to a Post-Dispatch reporter. 

The first witness Thursday was Frank 
Zuercher of 2314 Scott avenue. 

Z¥ercher knew the Rausch family intt- 
mately and heard Anna Rausch’s dying 
Statement. 

Attorney Robertson, for the defendant, 
objected to this evidence on the ground 
that Anna Rausch did not know she was 

Roing to die. 

The jury was retired and after lengthy 
argument, Judge Zachritz said he would 
rule on the objection later, and for the 
peesens the evidence in question would not 
e admitted. 

Had Zuercher been perm'tted he would 
have repeated a statement said to have 
been made by Anha Rausch shortly be- 
fore her death, in which she is alleged to 
have said that Thomaschuetz sought to 
accomplish her ruin on the evening of the 
tragedy. The story is that Thomaschuetz 
became enraged because the girl resented 
his advances. 

All discussion on this phase of the case 
was kept from the jury. 

K. G. Bellairs testified that Thomaschuetz 
said that he shot Annie Rausch after con- 
templating the deed for severally days be- 
cause she refused to marry him. Thoma- 
schuetz further told witness that he was 
crazy just like Duestrow was when the lat- 
ter killed his wife and child. 

Sylvester Kilcullen and Perry Ellis testi- 
fled substantially to the same facts, and 
regarded the defendant as sane.

THAT HE HAS FORFEITED 
TO DAN. 


HIS SIDE OF THE QUESTION. 


He Will Lose His Deposit Only in the 
Event of His Defeat by 
Smith. 


A few days ago Dan Creedon declared that 
Kid McCoy had really forfeited $1,000 to him. 
° Creedon stated then that when he and 
McCoy put up $1,000 deposit each for their 
coming fight it was understood that that 
amount should be forfeited in the event of 
their making a match with anyone else be- 
fore their own had been disposed of. 

So when McCoy signed to meet Mysterious 
Billy Smith at Chicago this week, Crecdon, 


although not cla.ming the forfeit from Mc- 
Coy, declared that the batter had really 
broken his agreement and should by rights 
forfeit the money to him. 

Creedon did not insist on the forfeit, 
however, but simply mentioned the action 
of McCoy as something he 
breach ef faith on the latter’s part. 

McCoy, who is in training at Dayton, 
when told of Creedon’s claim, eaid: “I do 
not intend to have any controversy with 
Creedon through the newspapers, but when 
he speaks of claiming my forfeit money he 
is surely talking through his hat. Accord- 
ing to our articles signed either one can 
engage in a contest, but if either one 
should lose, why, the match would be de- 
elared off, and the one losing would forteit 
to the other.” 

McCoy further said: “I have not lost yet, 
and I assure Mr. Creedon that I do not in- 
tend to. I will be on hand when time is 
called for our match, and I will give a good 
account of myseif.”’ 

On Friday night McCoy will try and stop 
George La Blanche, the Marine, in four 
rounds, and Harry B. Ruble, a heavy- 
weieht, of Hamilton, in:four rounds. The 
contest will be held at the Grand Oper- 
House in Dayton, and besides the above two 
contests Con Riley, the heavy-weight pugli- 
ist, will try and stop a heavy-weight of the 
name of Brooks. 

Homer Selby, a brother to the Kid, will 
also go on with Kid Croft. Arthur Wenz, 
a light-weight of Middlexown, will also go 
on with Jack Williams. McCoy is in the 
pink: of condition, and ready to go on at 
any time with Creedon. 

Doc Payne of Cleveland, assisted by Ho- 
mer Selby and Con Riley, are training Mc- 
Coy for his bout with Billy Smith, which 
takes place in Chicago. A large crowd is 
in attendance every day where McCoy 
trains.

REAL SILVER COUNTERFEITS. 


Uncle Sam’s Detectives Can’t Find the 
Makers. 


Secret Service Operator Murphy of the 
United States Treasury Department has 
been unable to locate the source of supply 
of the counterfeit silver dollars that are 
being freely circulated in St. Louis. 

Two of the spurieus coins were received 
at the Sub-Treasury Wednesday. The coins 
are so perfect a counterfeit that they 
passed through the National Bank of Com- 
merce and Barr’s dry goods store without 
detection, 

The counterfeit {s an imitation of the 1888 
dollar made at the New Orleans mint. It 
has more silver in it than does the genuine 
dollar, and has the right rimg and feel. 
The only way it can be detected is by the 
milling on the inside rim and by the let- 
ters. The milling is only about one-half as 
thick as on the genuine dollar and the let- 
ters are larger and stand out plainer. 

Mr. Murphy does not think the dollars 
are made in St. Louis, but are sent here for 
distribution.

culation as at par with gold and that it 
would be dishonest to refuse to redeem 
them in gold. He does not care to predict 
the amount of silver dollars and silver cer.

ernment demanded their prompt liquidation
